Gazette Doesn't 


Make Sense on 


School Taxes 


The Arkansas Gazette's editorial 


policy on taxation and the public 
schools poses a problem for its 
readers. 


If you're friendly, disposed to! 


'lake the Gazette's policy at facej 
Value, it simply 
doesn't 
make' 


sense; and If you'rn critical, you/ 
come up with somecning moro sln-i 
ister—the suspicion that the Ga-j 
zette, instead of serving the public! 
interest, Is deliberately shadow- 
boxing with the school question in 
order to shield ths vast property 
interests of Little Rock from ad 
valorem tax reform. 


Under the title "Schools Could 
ecome a Hot Political ..Issue"- 


the Gazette published an editorial 
Sunday lamenting the fact that the 
legislature failed to provide ad- 
ditional state aid for the schools 
(the Gazette lost its fight to in- 
crease the sales tax from 2 to 3. 
per cent) and doubting that money' 
can be found at the local district' 
level. Here I quote the Gazette 
directly: 


"For, no matter how you slice it, 


aising assessments means raising! 
taxes—and that has never been an- 
easy job as ths long record of sy- 
stematic default on local property! 
taxes so well indicates . . . 
' 


"There are already reports that1 


some rural districts—which ars, of 
course, hardest hit by the cur- 
tailment jn state aid—will have to 
ask for rates as high as 80 mills! 
if they are to maintain their nine-1 
month terms. Even though such a 
figure doesn't mean much' when 
t is applied to 10 per cent assess- 
ments, there is nevertheless ample 
reason to doubt that local proper- 
ty owners are going to look upon it 
kindly." 


What kind of language is this? 


Does the Gazette mean to tell us 
that, confronted 
by the 
school 


emergency, we are to be more sol- 
icitous of the feelings of the prop- 
erty-owning citizen than the Ga- 
zette was of tho non-propertyown- 
ter when it Rratitously advised the 
legislature to raise the sales tax? 


I would remind the Gazette that 


while it is crying over the refusal 
of. the legislature to enact a new' 
law we have had on the books for 
years a' property assessment law 
which only needs public attention 
and enforcement, in order to solve 
the'basic school, problem. :

Started by county judges and may- 
ors Big Little Rock herself reach- 
ed into state-aid to help support 
the public schools of Arkansas' 
largest and wealthiest city. 


How can the Gazette presume to 


write words about the public school 
crisis when the actual import of 
every .editorial is to defend the 
property interests of Little Rock 
against paying their just share of 
the education bill?

The truth is, the Gazette has
